ONE COURTHOUSE WOULD WOULD HAVE TO BE PETITIONED BY PEOPLE 


Coffee County citizens say no to tax - yes to one courthouse

Last Friday morning, April 2, 
more than seventy citizens of Coffee 
County gathered in the community 
room of the Farm Complex in New 
Brockton, 

A public hearing was held by the 
Coffee County Commission to hear 
public comments on a proposed 
property tax to fund courthouse con- 
struction, 

The commission voted in its regu- 
lar meeting on March 22 to build a 
new courthouse in Enterprise and an 
addition to the Elba Courthouse. 

The courthouse issue arose after 
an Enterprise Division grand jury in- 
spected the Enterprise Courthouse 
and recommended (they did not or- 
der or mandate) that a new facility 
be built. 

The grand jury also requested that 
the building be inspected by the state 
fire marshal. This was done and sev- 
eral fire ordinance violations were 
discovered, The commission is in the 
process of complying with the fire 
marshal’s recommendations. 

The commission is proposing 
raising the county’s ad valorem tax 
31/5 mills to fund the courthouse con- 
struction, According to commission- 
ers, this amounts to $35 on $100,000 
assessed property value annually, 

Commission Chairman Robert 
Stephens explained to the group that 
a mill is one-tenth of one cent or tax 
evaluation of $1 of $1,000 assessed 
value. 

Friday’s hearing revealed that 
county residents do not want any 
more new taxes imposed upon them. 

One resident, Horace Windham, 
used the well-known phrase “Read 
my lips - No new taxes,” to express 
his feelings. 

While everyone at the hearing 
seemingly agreed that the Enterprise 
Courthouse was in bad shape, no one 
wants to pay more taxes 

Joel Harvin, an Enterprise resi- 
dent, asked the commissioners why 


only property owners would be 
taxed, He noted that many of the 
county's registered voters do not 
own property within the county, 

Commissioners heard several oth- 
er suggestions on how to raise mo- 
nics for courthouse construction, 
Raising marriage license fees plus 
other fees, additional tax on car tags, 
und grants were among the sugges- 
tions offered. 

While only sixteen of the more 
than seventy residents in attendance 
addressed the commission, indica- 
tions were that their comments re- 
flected the general feelings of the en- 
lire group.

A clear majority of the group fa- 
vored the construction of one court- 
house for Coffee County, They fur- 
ther agreed that it would be logical 
to build the courthouse in a more 
central location than either Enter- 
prise or Elba, 

It was suggested to the commis- 
sion that New Brockton, where 
many of the county’s offices - in- 
cluding the new county jail - are lo- 
cated, would be an ideal site for a 
new courthouse. 

The county owns enough land in 
New Brockton to build a facility 
large enough to house all county of- 
fices. Plus the courts could be 
housed there too. Presently many 
county officials staff two separate 
offices - one in the Enterprise Court- 
house and one in the Elba Court- 
house. 

It was explained to the group that 
the commissioners can not authorize 
the construction of one courthouse. 

According to Stephens, in order 
to construct one courthouse, a peti- 


tion signed by one more than half 
the registered voters in Coffee 
County has to be presented to the 
Governor. An estimated 10,478 sig- 
natures would be needed, 

The Governor would then call a 
special election giving the people the 
opportunity to vote on where the 
county seat - one courthouse - is to 
be located. A specific place has to be 
named on the ballot. 


Both former Coffee County Pro- | 


bate Judge James Sawyer and retired 
Enterprise Ledger Publisher Roy 
Schoffner noted that this had been 
attempted fourteen years ago and 
failed. 

Other persons in attendance noted 
that times have changed and they 
feel that county residents are ready 
to do the most economical thing and 
abolish the two courthouse - two di- 
vision system and unit as one, 

Commissioner Lawrence Creel 
commented that he felt the commis- 
sion should delay the tax vote until it 
could be decided whether or not one 
courthouse could be built and where. 

A New Brockton resident, Dan 
Heath, commented, “I think it’s time 
for the people of Coffee County to 
come together as one people!” 

Robert Davis of Elba stated that 
as long as the county maintains two 
courthouses, this problem will come 
up again and again. He favors one 
courthouse located in New Brock- 
ton. 

After about two hours, the hear- 
ing concluded with very little discus- 
sion centering around the proposed 
tax. 
Commissioners left Friday’s hear- 
ing concerned about what should be 
done concerning the tax but all 
agreed that a decision will have to be 
made. Regardless of what they de- 
cide, the county will still have to 
make the necessary repairs to the En- 
terprise Courthouse to ensure the 
safety of those working in and visit- 
ing the facility. 

A special meeting was scheduled 
for Monday, April 5, to make a deci- 
sion on the matter. 


Hanchey's termination hearing continues

Continuation of the termination 
hearing for former police chief Fred- 
die Hanchey was scheduled for 
Wednesday, April 7 (yesterday) after 
press deadline of The Elba Clipper. 

The possibility of the hearing 
ever resuming was undecided offi- 
cially until Tuesday afternoon of this 
week due to a letter written last 
week by Elba Mayor Ricky Hay- 
wood. 

The letter, dated March 30, said 
Haywood wasn’t going to convene a 
hearing on April 7th or any other 
date, 

Addressed to City Attorney Mark 
Vaughan, with copies to all council 
members,’ Hanchey, his attorney 
Mike Jared, Haywood’s personal at- 
torney Bill Stokes and Attorney G. 
* Lindsey, the letter read as fol- 
ows: 


“It is my opinion that I have 
given Freddy Hanchey reason- 
able time for a termination 
hearing. The termination hear- 
ing turned into a mock trial, as 
initiated by Hanchey’s attor- 
ney, 

I have done all that I intend to 
do as far as Hanchey’s hear- 


ing. I do not intend to convene 
a hearing on April 7th or any 
other date.” 


Vaughan, who served as modera- 
tor for the first part of the hearing, 
had been previously instructed by 
Haywood and the City Council to 
work out a time to reconvene the 
hearing, as prescribed by Alabama 
law and requested in writing by the 
city’s liability insurance carrier. 

A $750,000 claim has been filed 
against the City of Elba by Attorney 
Mike Jared on behalf of Hanchey, 
claiming wrongful discharge. 

The claim could become a lawsuit 
if not settled to the satisfaction of the 
claimants. As such, the suit for dam- 
ages could be against the City of 
Elba and against the mayor and 
members of the council as individu- 
als. 

Working with Jared, Vaughan 
had already tentatively set the April 
7th date before receiving Haywood’s 
letter, 

A check, on Monday, by this 
newspaper with the others who par- 
ticipated in the first part of the hear- 
ing indicated most planned to attend 
the 9 a.m, Wednesday continuation 
as scheduled, Included were Han- 
chey and Jared and at least the ma- 
jority of the city council,

Commission goes ahead with tax proposal

The Coffee County Commission 
met in special session Monday, April 
5, to vote on whether or not to in- 
crease the county’s property taxes by 
344 mills. The funds generated by 
the tax are to be used to construct a 
new courthouse in Enterprise. 

As part of the decision making 
prorseee the commission held a pub- 
ic hearing on the matter last Friday 
to hear public comments on the is- 
sue, What they heard was ‘no more 
new taxes” and “build one court- 
house.” 

In meeting prior to the public 
hearing, the commission voted to 
seek a local referendum to be held 
on May 18, but that was changed to 
May 25 in Monday’s meeting. 

The original question was to be 
whether or not the voters of Coffee 
County would approve a 3!/2 mill 
increase in property taxes to fund a 
new courthouse in Enterprise and an 
addition to the Elba Courthouse; 
however, in Monday’s meeting this 
was changed. 

Commissioner Sid Averett made 
a motion that local legislators, State 
Representative Jimmy Holley and 


State Senator Crum Foshce, present 
to the State Legislature a bill which 
would allow a referendum on the tax 
issue. 

The date for the referendum is 
scheduled for Tuesday, May 25. 

In his motion, Averett stated that

New Brockton's council meeting routine

New Brockton’s regular monthly 
council meeting was held Monday 
night and conducted, more or less, 
routine business, 

Minutes for two previous special 
called meetings, March 23 and 
March 24, as well as the March regu- 
lar meeting on March 1 were ap- 
proved by the council. 


The main item of business on 
Monday’s agenda was to approve 
Ordinance #93-004 dealing with city 
court, 

According to Linda Dillow, city 
clerk, the new ordinance is for the 
purpose of updating the city’s court 
system with current state laws, 

The ordinance will adopt certain 
elements of Alabama’s Criminal 
Code and establish punishment for 
ordinance violations, 

Council members approved the 
adoption of the new ordinance and it 
will become effective 20n May 5, 
1993 after proper notification is giv- 
en to the public, 

A request for a loading zone in 
front of one of the town's businesses 
was brought before the council by 
council member Clinton Marler, Af- 
ter several minutes of discussion, 
which was mostly against the estab- 
lishing of loading zones, the council 
decided to table the matter. 

The council requested that Marler 
ask the business owner to appear in 
person so that the matter could be 
discussed with them, 

_ After a brief pro and con discus- 
sion on banning smoking in all parts 
of city hall — city owned vehicles, 
the council voted to allow things to 


remain as they are. Smoking is for- 
bidden only in the council’s meeting 
room in city hall. 

Councilman Charles Cole recom- 
mended to the council that the pur- 
chasing of new police vehicles 
should seriously be considered. 

“The cars that the police officers 
drive are sick,” Cole said, He noted 
that repair bills are running extreme- 
ly high, Last year, the bills totalled 
more than $7,000.00 on two cars. 

Mayor Kathryn Holley told coun- 


cil members that she and Chief 


Charles Driggers were already in the 
process of obtaining the necessary 
information so that bid requests 
could be sent to dealers, 

Councilman Cole also commend- 
ed not only the police department 
but members of the fire department 
and rescue squad for their quick re- 
sponse to emergencies, 

“Their response time is amazing,” 
said Cole, 

He noted that fire department and 
rescue squad members are all volun- 
teers, They receive no pay for the 
service which they provide for the 
citizens of New Brockton, 

Council members were reminded 
of important upcoming dates by 
Mayor Holley. A community Easter 
Egg Hunt will be held in the town’s 
park on Saturday, April 10th be- 
tween the hours of 3 p.m, and 5 p.m, 

A city-wide clean-up day has 
been set for Saturday, April 17, Eve- 

one is encouraged to participate in 
cleaning up their neighborhood on 
this date, Starting time for the event 
is 8:30 a.m, For more information,

Mayor Holley reminded the coun- 
cil that the additional 1/2¢ sales tax

After a brief discussion concern-

tional tax would be used to construct 
a new courthouse in Enterprise 
ONLY. No mention was made of an 
addition to the Elba Courthouse as 
was stated in the original motion 
made in the March 22 commission

In Monday’s mecting, Commis- 
sion Chairman Robert Stephens tried 
unsuccessfully to get Averett’s mo- 
tion amended to once again include 
an annex to the courthouse in Elba. 

Voting for the motion were: Com- 
missioners Averett, Bernest Brooks, 
Jack Hanson, and Bill Faulk. Voting 
against were: Commissioners Wen- 
dell Black, Lawrence Creel and Ste- 
phens, 

Stephens stated that he was origi- 
nally for allowing the people to vote 
on the tax issue but with the motion 
as passed - omitting the annex to the 
Elba Courthouse - he could no long- 
er vote to support the measure. 

Averett commented that he was 
not totally against improvements be- 
ing made to the Elba Courthouse but 
not al this time. 

He told Stephens, “It seems that 
quite a few of our citizens want one 
courthouse. That’s up to them. I’m 
staying out of that fight. My advice 
to you, if I was capable of giving 
any advice, is to call off your dogs, 
sit tight, and don’t take a chance of 
losing your courthouse,”

Another continuation of Elba’s 
past. 

We were fortunate to have an ex- 
cellent. cabinet maker. Sam Reeves 
had his shop on the ground floor of a 
two story wooden building on Clax- 
ton Ave. It was on the south end of 
the lot where Johnson OK Tire Store 
is now. The upstairs of the wooden 
Structure was occupied by Elba Ma- 
sonic Lodge #176 and the Eastern 
Stars. Mr, Reeves made caskets 
when requested to do so. Much of 
his beautiful furniture is still being 
used by people far and near. There 
were no burial vaults available at 
that time but Elba had two master 
brick masons. Both were black men, 
Ernest Lane and Whit Caper. When 
a family desired, and could afford, a 
brick vault, either of them would 
stop the job they were on and build a 
burial vault. They were very well 
built and many of them are in the old 
section of Evergreen Cemetery, 
There are at least five in the Bon- 
neau Family Plot, Ernest Lane was 
the brick mason that laid the brick 
for the two story building on the east 
side of the square that is now part of 
Skinner Furniture Co, 

John M. Bonneau also began the 
first funeral service for blacks in 
Elba, Bonneau-Jeter Funeral Parlor 
was formed in the early 1930's and 
was located at 215 N, Claxton where 
Thomason Carpet was. The first 
black funeral director was W.A. Fel- 
ton until his early death from heart 
problems, Next was R.C. Balkum tor 
a short time. Robert “Rabbit” Re- 
ynolds was there for many years. By 
assisting Comer DeVane he learned 
to embalm, 

I think it is interesting to know 
that Sam Reeves built a hearse body 
for use by Bonneau-Jeter Funeral 
Parlor, It could be mounted, and re- 
moved when not in use, on a I 1/2 
ton truck frame. this was during the 
early 30's and the heart of the Great 
Depression, A rather ingenious way 
to save money. 

I trust that the people of today 
will find it somewhat amazing that 
the past worked rather well,

Safety With Easter Eggs 


Hiding and finding Easter eggs is 
a favorite pastime for many children, 
However, Don’t let all the fun be 
spoiled with spoiled eggs. Let East- 
er egg safety be at the top of your 
list this Easter, 

There is some concern that salmo- 
nella bacteria may be transmitted 
from chickens to their eggs. This 
risk is extremely small, but eggs are 
perishable and should be treated as 
such, 

Remember, don’t keep eggs out 
of the refrigerator for more than two 
hours at a time. This includes the 
lime for preparing to cook, cooling, 
dyeing, hiding, hunting and eating, 
Don’t eat hard-boiled eggs hidden 
for and Easter egg hunt unless they 
fall under this two-hour limit. 

Always use grade AA or A eggs 
with clean, uncracked shells that are 
stored under refrigeration in the 
store. When you get the eggs home, 
immediately refrigerate them in their 
original carton, 

To hard-cook eggs, bring water to 
a rapid boil. After the water has 
boiled, turn the water down to a sim- 
mer and add the eggs when the rapid 
bubbling has calmed down, Simmer 
the eggs for 15 minutes; then the 
eggs should be at a hard-cooked

stage. Eggs should be cooked thor- 
oughly until both the yolk and white 
are firm, killing any bacteria that 
may be present. 

After the eggs are hard-cooked 
and you are ready for dyeing, make 
sure you use only pure food dye. 
Before putting the eggs in the dye, 
cook the eggs by running cool water 
over them. Keep the dye water. 
warmer than the egg. This will pre- 
vent color from seeping through the 
pores of the shell. 

The egg dyes you buy in the mar- 
kel are approved as safe by the Food 
and Drug Administration. Still, boil- 
ing an egg removes the shell’s natu- 
ral protective covering, as well as 
the protective oil coating that proces- 
sors have sprayed on the shell, and 
opens the pores. 

Therefore, you should keep the 
real Easter eggs refrigerated until the 
children want to cat them, 

Bright plastic eggs are best for 
the hunt, But if you choose to hide 
the hard-cooked eggs, hide them in 
places that are protected from dirt, 
pets and other sources of bacteria. 
The total time for hiding and hunting 
for the eggs must not be more than 
two hours, The found eggs must then 
be re-refrigerated until they are cat- 
en,

It seems that their 
prediction was partially true as Union 
Springs did grow, but only into a moder 
ate sized town of about 7,000 people 
The local news was that, “The farmers 
complain of the cool weather and the 
lack of rain, some cotton has died so 
much that it has been plowed up and re 
planted.” In 1993 there has been no lack 
of rain, but cotton is no longer planted in 
large amounts in Coffee County

Corn Planting In Coffee County 


Corn planting usually begins in 
Coffee County around the end of 
February and continues through the 
end of April. March 15 was consid- 
cred optimum planting time, Usually 
by April the 6th, 60% of the corn is 
planted. This year due to frequent 
showers keeping tractors and equip- 
ment out the fields, only 30% of our 
corn has been planted. 

What is the best time to plant 
corn? Auburn University’s recom- 
mended planting date for lower Ala- 
bama is March 1-April 20. For the 
last two years the corn that was 
planted during the first week of 
April brought the best yields in Cof- 
fee County. 

The major factors that affect corn 
planting are soil temperature and soil 
moisture at planting, and the rainfall 
and summer heat at tasseling time. 

The soil temperature for corn to 
germinate need to be 55° F at 2 inch- 
es deep. Since around March 20th 
the soil has been above 55° at 2 
inches. And of course we have had 


plenty of moisture. 

The other critical moisture and 
temperature time for corn is at tassel- 
ing time, These factors are probably 
more important at tasseling than at 
planting time. The corn plant can 
grow all scason but unless you get 
rain during tasseling you get no 
grain. Summer heat can also greatly 
limit grain production, The heat 
burns the pollen before it hits the 
silk, Any temperature above 95° can 
reduce pollination, and of course 
temperatures above 100° F greatly 
reduce the yields. The optimum 
growing temperature in corn is 85° 
F, Any temperature below or above 
85°F causes corn to grow slower, 

Farming is a little like gambling, 
If we knew when it was going to rain 
this summer, we would know exact- 
ly when to plant. Not many of us can 
precisely predict the weather. How- 

ever, I have looked up information 
from the weather stations in Andalu- 
sia, Dothan, Geneva and Ozark that 
dates back to 1930. Coffee County 
did not have a weather station. The 
chart gives the average and then the 
maximum rainfall and then the prob- 
ability of rain for a one week period. 
The probability goes from no rain to 
10 inches of rain. I followed the one 
inch rain because that is about how 
much rain we need per weck to be of

March has 45% chance of one 
inch of rain per week; April 38% 
May 30%, June 37%, July 51% with 
July 12-18 having the peak of 
59.4%, August 40%. July is the 
month with the highest rainfall and 
because of this rainfall it has some- 
what cooler temperatures than June 
or August, From this rainfall chart 
you may want to plant your corn so 
it will tassel in July

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Elba City Council votes to reinstate Hanchey

The Elba City Council voted 
Monday night to reinstate former Po- 
lice Chief Freddie Hanchey to the 
police force. 

The group, which voted 4-2 in fa- 
vor of taking this action, has been 
under the threat of a lawsuit from 
Hanchey since shortly after his dis- 
missal by Mayor Ricky Haywood. 
The vote to retain Hanchey was fa- 
vored by council members John W. 
Sharpless, who made the motion, 
Bill Brunson, Gladys Yelverton and 
Ronnie Jinright. Opposing the action 
was council member Earl McCol- 
lough and Haywood. 

The motion calls for reinstating 
Hanchey with back pay, minus any- 
thing earned at his present job plus 
payment of his attorney fees, The 
motion called for the mayor and Po- 
lice Chief Jack Parker to work with

Hanchey in defining his job respon- 
sibilities, 

City Attorney Mark Vaughan ad- 
dressed the council on the matter and 
explained that the insurance compa- 
ny would not pay the back wages in- 
volved with a settlement. He told the 
council the city’s bookkeeper had es- 
timated this totaled about $6,100 
since Hanchey was removed from 
office, They reportedly would pay 
any legal fees associated with the 
claim, 

It wasn’t clear if the insurance 
company would or wouldn't pay the 
back pay part of any settlement if a 
verdict was rendered against the city 
in a state or federal court. 

Vaughan explained however that 
it was always advisable to settle such 
claims before they got “out of hand.” 

Haywood said, “The only prob- 
lem I see is we are operating the po- 
lice department on a budget, have 
hired extra officers and are working 


Parker proposes 


10 p.m. curfew ordinance for youth

Elba Police Chief Jack Parker 
presented the City Council with a 
proposed ordinance establishing a 10 
p.m. curfew for juveniles, 

The ordinance as proposed reads, 
“Any minor appearing on any public 
place, street, highway or municipal 
property after 10:00 p.m, shall be in 
violation of this Ordinance, and shall 
be punishable as a misdemeanor of- 
fense...” 

Parker explained he didn’t want 
to keep all juveniles off the streets 
after 10 at night, but wanted some 
vehicle to control potential problems 
before they happen. “This is just an 
instrument to stop trouble,” the chief 
stressed several time during his pres- 
entation. 

According to Parker, even if po- 
lice know a “rumble” or fight is 
planned by youths, including where 
and when it is to happen, they can’t 
presently do anything until the fight 
actually starts, 


With this proposed ordinance, the 
police could get the juveniles at the 
scene and before trouble started, take 
them to the police station and call 
their parents. This would be break- 
ing up a potentially dangerous situa- 
lion, by separating the youths before 
they got hurt or hurt someone else, 

The chief also explained this ordi- 
nance would allow the police to le- 
gally search cars of involved youths 
and find guns, other weapons and 
drugs before they caused trouble. 

The proposed law allows for get- 
ling prior written approval for 
youths to be on the streets after the 
10 p.m, curfew when involved in 
special “educational, recreational, re- 
ligious or charitable functions, pro- 
viding that any such function is 
maintained under the supervision, 
guidance and control of an adult...” 

City Council members expressed 
a desire to discuss the ordinance 
with the citizens before they even 
considered it in any manner, Several 
members said Tuesday they were 
finding strong opposition to the idea 
of a regular curfew, 


close to budget,” 

Haywood asked Sharpless to ta- 
ble his motion until additional guid- 
ance could be gotten from the insu- 
rance carrier, 

Sharpless said, “I feel like the ear- 
liest date we can settle this the bet- 
ter, SO We Can get on with our busi- 
ness of running this city.” He decline 
to allow the motion to be tabled. 

McCollough referred to past min- 
utes and hiring of police chiefs. He 
also read from the state law which 
sets the term of office for a police 
chicf to the term of the elected offi- 
cials, 

Haywood voiced an opinion that 
since Elba has the insurance cover- 
age, therefore he saw no reason to 
spend local funds in any settlement, 

Yelverton said, “Just because we 
have insurance coverage, I don’t 
think we should just refuse to settle.” 

Brunson noted that even with the 
insurance there would still be cost to 
the city in any lawsuit. He pointed 


out that city employees would spend 
many hours gathering information 
required by both sides. He also 
pointed out the time elected officials 
had already spent on the matter and 
how much more they would spend if 
forced into going to court. 

Vaughan admitted the motion the 
council was considering was a good 
motion, He added, “I honestly don’t 
think it will be accepted. However I 
suggest you make this offer unani- 
mously in case we (the city) have to 
explain our actions in federal court.” 
The council didn’t follow that sug- 
gestion. 

Tuesday afternoon Hanchey’s at- 
torney, Mike Jared, said: 

"I am happy we have reached a 
point where honest, good faith nego- 
tiations can begin. This is what I 
have wanted all along.” 

He continued with, “I have not 
talked with Freddie yet, but we are 
going to make a good faith effort to 
resolve this matter.”

Security guards at Dorsey Trail- 
ers notified the Elba Police Depart- 
ment Monday night that a bomb 
threat had been received. 

Shortly after 10:00 p.m., an uni- 
dentified caller said that a bomb had 
been placed somewhere in the facili- 
ty and was set to explode at 3:00 
a.m, 

Dorsey Trailers is one of the na- 
lion’s largest highway trailer manu- 
facturing plant. It is located a short 
distance from downtown Elba on U. 
S. Highway 84W, 

Dorsey guards notified Elba po- 
lice at 10:08 p.m. and officers were 
dispatched to the scene to begin the 


evacuation of the plant. A visual 
search of the plant was also initiated 
by police officers and plant supervis- 
ors. 

Fire and rescue units were dis- 
patched to standby at the facility at 
10:16 p.m. 

An Explosive Ordinance Disposal 
(EOD) Team was requested from Ft, 
Rucker and they were on the scene 
within forty-five minutes. 

The EOD Team conducted a 
search of the plant area utilizing two 
explosive detecting dogs. 

Due to the size of the facility - 
more than 500,000 square feet - it 
was not possible to conduct a thor- 
ough search before the 3 a.m, dead- 
line,
